The  case  of  Private  Justus  Fay,  of  Company  B,  1st  Battalion  “U.  S. 
Reserve  Corps  Cavalry,”  whose  sentence  for  the  crimes  of  burglary, 
larceny,  and  robbeiy,  is  promulgated  in  “  General  Orders,”  No.  42,  from 
the  Headquarters  Department  of  the  Missouri,  dated  St.  Louis,  Febru¬ 
ary  17,  1862,  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

In  consideration  of  the  youth  of  the  prisoner ;  of  the  fact  that  he  has 
been  a  brave,  though  misguided  soldier  in  the  defense  of  his  countiy ; 
and  of  his  enfeebled  condition — the  result  of  the  confinement  to  which 
he  has  been  subjected — the  President  is  pleased  to  remit  the  remainder 
of  his  term  of  imprisonment  on  condition  that  the  goods  stolen,  or  their 
money  value,  he  restored  to  the  owner.
